Michal McDonald, detective, shot in 
leg, slight. 
Joseph Palihoger, policeman, shot in 
hand, wouud slight. 
Ike Heater, laborer at lumber yards, 
shot in hand, wound slight. 
Kelly had lived iu Leavenworth for 
years aud at different times had en­ 
gaged in m inor business enterprises. 
Ho was eccentric and tin-big the presi­ 
dential campaign < 
tost his mind 
entirely. 
At th at tune he was arrested 
for creating a disturbance aud later 
threatened to kill G arrett. 
He was ar­ 
rested and adjudged insane. 
G arrett and 
four others 
testified 
against him. 
A fter a year in the To­ 
peka asylum Kelly was released- 
Ho 
sad been acting queerly again and had 
declared that he would kill the five men 
who sent him to the asylum. 
Daily for 
two weeks jwist he has been practicing 
shooting w ith a revolver at tho Fort 
Leavenworth range. 
Tuesday night he 
drank heavily and yesterday he sud­ 
denly ap;oared at G arrett’s office and 
w ithout w arning Mhrg G arrett as he sat 
at his desk. 
G arrett fell into the door­ 
way ami Kelly shot hun four times. 
Kelly then ran to the rear of the com­ 
pany’s lum ber yard and began reload- 
ing bis revolver. 
Presently be returned 
and found Dr. McGee bending over 
<Jarratt 
K-lIy fr un outside tho w in­ 
dow shot Dr. McG. o in the back aud 
he fell near G arrett. 
Then after an ex­ 
citing street tight botween the man 
and several policemen Kelly dashed 
through the lum ber yard, met 
Ike 
Healer, a laborer, and shot him in tho 
hand. 
A few yards further he encoun- j 
tared Police Sergeant Dodge. 
The two j 
exchange ! shots as they ran. 
One bal­ 
let from KellyN revolver struck Dodge I 
in the neck, bat not before the police­ 
man had shot Kelly in the shoulder, 
Kelly kept un running and was soon 
confront I by Detective McDonald and 
enticer Fakhager. 
McDonald dropped 
Kelly w ith a bullet in the neck. Dodge 
raised his revolver but it failed to work 
and cathin# up w ith the m urderer he 
crushed his skull w ith the weapon, 
Kelly sank and was carried to the 
* tat-vat unconscious, dying soon after 
his arrival. 
G arrett never regained 
coLsciun-aesa and died an hoar after 
tieing taken to the hospital.
